Federal Judge Boyd Sloan 
Tuesday refused to let a three 
judge court hear Atlanta Mayor 
Hartsfield’s suit against Geor- 
gia’s county-unit system of vot- 
ing, saying in his decision that no 
substantial federal question was 
raised. 

However, the county-unit suit 
may yet reach the U.S. Supreme 
Court before the court recesses 
for the summer, Mayor Harts- 
field’s attorneys said following 
Judge Sloan’s decision. 

Morris Abram, speaking for the 
attorneys, said that a writ of 
mandamus was being prepared 
and would be filed “right away”’ 
asking the Supreme Court. to 
grant a three-judge tribunal to 
hear Hartsfield’s case attacking 
the unit vote system. 


LOSES DECISION 


The mandamus action came 
after Hartsfield lost the first- 
round decision in the battle 


against the county-unit system. |

Challenges Schools 


Implementation of DeKalb County's 
beefed-up school curriculum, including 
more emphasis on-math, science and lan- 
guage courses, will be watched with a 
great deal of interest by the entire state. 

The move is in the nature of an ex- 
periment to meet educational require- 
ments of the space age and a society in- 
creasingly dependent upon technology. It 
drops outright some “social adjustment” 
courses and de-emphasizes others. It 
strengthens the academic program with- 
out eliminating essentials or weakening 
the liberal arts. 

Unit requirements for graduation are 
being increased and allowances are made 
for abilities of individual students. Ex- 
ceptional students could earn enough 
credits to qualify for college entrance at 
the end of 11 years of school. The school- 
day is being lengthened by about 20 
minutes. 

This curriculum revision {n DeKalb 
follows a two-year county-wide study in 
which hundreds of parents, educational 
leaders and teachers participated. In pre- 
senting it to the Board of Education, Supt. 
Jim Cherry has the force of public opin- 
ion backing him. It is no sudden, hurried 
move in answer to criticism but a thor- 
ough and deliberate decision. 

It is good to see parents of an entire 
county participating in such an under- 
taking. Only when such interest is shown 
can there be the genuine improvements 
to meet the needs of changing times. 

Under the DeKalb plan an attempt is 
being madé to put the most important 
things first. This necessarily leaves some 
of the activities which parents have sur- 
rendered to the schools once more as 
parental responsibilities. But here again 
the school and home must complement 
each other. Neither can substitute for the 
other. 

Final success of‘ the plan, of course, 
will depend upon parental cooperation 
and availability of qualified teachers. In 
launching the experiment, DeKalb has 
set an example which well might be the 
most significant in decades to the state's 
and even the nation’s education methods.

The smug Russians still are making 
the most of their propaganda advantages 
as a result of being first to launch an 
earth satellite and the evident fact they 


are ahead in the space race. 
According to the New York Times, 
the official Soviet attitude is about as 


follows: “Our Sputnik weighs half a ton; 
theirs weighs three pounds—next ques- 
, tion?” 

Nikita Khrushchev told a group of 
visiting Americans a few days ago that 
the’ United States will lag behind the So- 
tiets in science henceforth. He based his 
prediction on the all-out effort being de- 
voted to scientific education, research 
and development. 

We need to be reminded constantly 
that Khrushchev’s challenge is no mere 
bluff. He is convinced the future belongs 
to science, .to control of space, and under 
the Soviet system he can channel what- 
ever is necessary of the total national 
energy to that end.

Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver, even though 
currently unopposed as the unannounced 
candidate for governor, is saying some 
things in speeches around the state which 
not only need to be said but need to be 
carried out. 

In an address before the Athens and 
Clarke County Chamber of Commerce 
last week, for instance, Mr. Vandiver 
called for establishing economy in state 
government “which will work and which 
will insure an end to waste and extrava- 
gance,.” 

He further called for a restoration of 
the “General Assembly . .. to its right- 
ful place as one of the three constitutional 
branches of the government” and giving 
to this body “its rightful functions in 
disposing of the state’s income for gov- 
ernmental services.” 

Praising th® last session of the Assem- 
bly for asserting its independence of the 
executive and for refusing to knuckle 
under to “threats and intimidations,” the 
lieutenant governor sees it as a begin- 
ning toward restoring the Legislature’s 
“responsibilities over appropriation of the 
people’s tax money.” 

He would favor a system of “stronger 
committee work and cooperation whereby 
members of the key legislative commit- 
tees... could work on equal terms with 
the executive in planning the budget.” 


The lieutenant governor also called for 


eliminating waste and _ duplication, 
through streamlining government agen- 
cies, through reorganization of overlap- 
ping service functions and through insti- 
tution of modern methods. 

We sincerely hope that Mr. Vandiver, 
should he be so lucky as to be elected with- 
out opposition, will not lose his enthusi- 
asm for a stronger Legislature and for 
eliminating the waste and extravagance 
which he knows now to exist.

In trying to carry on research in 
physical chemistry, I am obliged 
to read a fair amount of work in 
German and French and ought to 
read it in Russian, but don't. I 
regard these areas as essential 
tools for scientific work on a level 
comparable to that of mathe- 
matics and find it difficult to un- 
derstand the lack of interest in 
them and the lack of concern 
about their absence in our high 
schools.

Did Despair Cause 
Cry From Cross? 


Seven words are recorded as having been 
uttered by Jesus from the cross. We know that 
crucifixion was often a slow death and that 
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some men hung on their crosses for many days, dying finally from 
exposure and hunger. A victim's hands were bound to the cross-piece 
by nails and his feet were bound by cords to the upright post. 


During the long agonizing hours — 


of Christ’s crucifixion, He may 
well have spoken many words 
which were not recorded by the 
evangelists. Of those words which 
have been preserved the one 
which has most perplexed Christ’s 
followers is. His shout, spoken at 
the ninth hour and recorded by 
both Matthew and Mark: “My 
God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?”’ 

Granted that the agony of those 
hours was. almost unendurable 
and granted that the pain of His 
spirit was as great or greater 
than the physical pain, yet Chris- 
tians wonder if Jesus really be- 
lieved that God had abandoned 
Him. Was the fourth word spoken 
in complete despair? Had the 
Master’s faith collapsed? It 
would be reasonable to say yes, 
but that, I am sure, does not give 
to us the deeper meaning of the 
fourth word. 

Actually this utterance did not 
originate with Jesus. The word 
was that of another. We are 
deprived of any knowledge of 
the thoughts that possessed 
Jesus’ mind during His crucifixion 
but I feel certain He found com- 
fort in the great and noble testi- 
monies of faith of His people, In 
His mind He contemplated the 
scriptures of old. Among the pre- 
cious words, long treasured in 
His mind, was Psalm 22. These 
words of King David nerved 
Jesus in His hour of anguish.

If we turn to Psalin 22 we 
shall probably best understand 
the fourth word from the cross 


which is the opening sentence 
of the psalm. Then if we follow 
through that psalm we shall get 
a glimpse into the mind of Christ. 
The psalm begins with a note of 
despair, but it concludes in an 
anthem of praise. After crying, 
“My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?’’, David affirms 
in verse four, “Our fathers 
trusted in thee: they trusted, and 
thou didst deliver them.” 

Later David points to the fact 
that the people who scoff at him 
are saying, “He trusted on the 
Lord that he would deliver him: 
let. him deliver him, seeing he 
delighted in him.” And still later 
David says that his enemies have 
cast lots for his garments. But 
David is so fortified with spiritual 
strength that he is not overcome 
and finally he acknowledges that 
the triumph of God will Silence 
the voices of cruel men. 


I wonder if perhaps Jesus on 
the cross did not repeat all of the 
words of this psalm, for he surely 
identified himself with the ex- 
periences David describes. If the 
entire psalm was recalled by 
Jesus, then we know that His 
thoughts were not full of despair. 
Rather, he was drawing inspira- 
tion and strength from the deep 
wells of a noble spiritual heritage. 


Premature Tax Cut 


Would Be Unwise 


WASHINGTON—There are four favorable de- 
velopments bearing on the recession. They are 
because 


encouraging developments, not 


they 


suggest a speedy upturn—which is certainly not visible—but because 
they show the federal government is acting alertly and responsibly to 


shorten and cushion the slump. 
1. The cushioning stabilizers, 


which have been built into the 
economy since the harrowing ex- 
perience of the depression, - are 
proving their value as never be- 
fore. These stabilizers include old- 
age pensions, and, primarily, un- 
employment insurance payments 
which vary in amount and length 
by states and which President 
Eisenhower is asking Congress to 
extend for an additional 13 weeks 
through federal financing. In con- 
sequence personal income is hold- 
ing up better today than in any of 
the postwar dips in the economy 
and this itself is a brake on the 
downward spiral. 


2. Another favorable develop- 
ment. is the certainty that the 
federal government, the President 
and Congress alike, will exercise 
the fullest range of its resources, 
from monetary policy to a tax cut 
if necessary, to preclude mass 
unemployment and to build re- 
covery. 

3. The next encouraging de- 
velopment is the extent to which 
the leaders of both parties are 
now stepping back from playing 
partisan politics with taxes. 

Nothing could be more helpful 
than the agreement reached be- 
tween Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert Anderson and Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of the House, where

tax bills must originate, that 
neither the administration nor 
the Democratic, leadership will 
try to pull off a political coup by 
rushing forward with a tax-cut 
bill while the other’s head is 
turned. The agreement is that 
neither side will act without prior 
consultation with the other. That’s 
good. 

This is responsible politics at its 
best. It is not surprising that two 
men of such stature and wisdom 
as Speaker Rayburn and Secre- 
tary Anderson should be the ones 
to have brought about this under- 
standing. 

4. This leads to the fourth fa- 
vorable development. Taking 
much of the political heat off 
precipitate tax cutting means the 
administration will be in a better 
position to resist a premature tax 
decision. It can better do what it 
believes wise, namely, wait until 
the ecession indicavors are clear- 
er and thereby act more prudent- 
ly. 

The outlook now is that the end 
of the downturn js not yet at 
hand, but there is a_ possibility 
there will soon be favorable fac- 
tors in some segments of the 
economy, like home building. This 
means the need for tax reduction 
may not be promptly evident and 
that it will be prudent not to rush 
into a tax cut. 


No Retreat 


Into Shell of Isolationism 


When bipartisan speeches and messages supporting the adminis- 
tration’s reciprocal trade policy, defending the foreign aid policy 
and denouncing such proposals as those of George F. Kennan for the

of American forces abroad fill many pages of this 


and other newspapers, it might seem that the United States was com- 
pletely recovered from its old sickness of isolationism. 


This is not quite the case. Presi- 
dent Fisenhower, with support 
from former President Truman, 
former Presidential Candidate 
Stevenson, former Secretary of 
State Acheson, Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, who isn’t in any sense for- 
mer, and others in both parties, 
is desperately fighting the return 
of an old ailment. There is real 
danger that the United States 
will stick its head into the same 
old sand and h-pe to be over- 
looked by its enemies. 

And this is not the most pro- 
pitious time for such a reversion. 
Supreme power in Russia appears 
to have been. reaffirmed in the 
hands of one man, Khrushchev, 
who, like Stalia, will not lose any 
opportunity to pursue his auto- 
cratic objectives. 

There is obviously a close re- 
lationship between foreign aid, re- 
ciprocal trade and policy of in- 
ternational engagement—as _ con- 
trasted with disengagement. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Mr. Steven- 
son were talking last Thursday in 
different styles but with the same 
logic. 

The lowering of tariff barriers, 
as both men pointed out, not only 
admits goods we need but pro- 
motes the sale of our goods 
abroad. The President said that 
world trade made jobs for at 
least 4,500,000 Americans. Steven- 
son estimated that even if there 
were no tariffs ‘at all, which is 
not proposed, ro mors than 400,000 
workers in this country would be 


fr 


adversely affected. 

Foreign trade does have to be 
reciprocal if it is to go on for 
any .ength of time. 

Nobody would argue that our 
foreign aid has been planned in 
complete wisdom or carried out 
to complete effectiveness. But we 
have kept our friends. Their 
Strength is our strength. 

We can “disengage” ourselves 
by choking off imports, by abolish- 
ing or limiting the help we are 
giving to our friends abroad, by 
ceasing to complete with the Rus- 
sians for men’s willing and peace- 
ful allegiance. We can also dis- 
engage . ourselves by bringing 
home our troo,s--which is sub- 
stantially what Khrushchev, now 
sunning himself in the grandeur 
of a new title, has blandly pro- 
posed as a preliminary to a sum- 
mit meeting. j 

Even four decades ago, when 
there were no _ intercontinental 
planes or missiles, such a with- 
drawal was not wise. Now it is 
not even possible. We can indeed 
narrow the circumference of our 
lines so that any attack upon us 
will come immediately to. the 
hear* of the nation, but we cannot 
retire within frontiers. There are 
no longer any frcntiers. Old sea- 
side forts where coastal defense 
guns once stood recall simpler 
and less dangercus days. But now 
Pittsburgh, Wichita or Cheyenne 
would each’ be equally exposed 
with every other community to 
an enemy seeking to destroy us.

Gillis told the subcommittee 
the potentials of pine gum, tur- 
pentine and resin have scarcely 
been expored.

By Mysteries 


That’s the way it goes. Hear a new word and while you're 
still rolling it around your tongue and marveling that you never 
heard it before, you bump into it 10 times in a row in the news- 
paper, a book or a conversation. Write a mystery story and 
mysteries—better ones than you ever think up—pop up all’around 
you. 


Mrs. J. M. Newman in Tallapoosa lives in an old house that 
has marvelous tales attached to it—tales of business ventures 
started and lost, of sudden death, of insanity and intrigue. 

She lives there quite happily but she has a feeling about the 


_ house that might propel -her. into writing its story. 


“It would seem many of the women who have lived here 
were very unhappy. Of course, I know the house had nothing to 
do with it, but old-timers who liv in the neighborhood felt 
there was something amiss at the pace ™ 

The house has scars, she says, and instead of worrying her 
they give her imagination—and mine—something to feed on. 


But Mr. John Whatley of Bowdon, Ga., whose hobby is Indian 
history, is working on a real-life -mystery that haunts him so 
he can’t get back to the Carroll County tome he was working on. 
Perhaps some other history-minded Georgian might help him with 
this mystery. 


“Over on McIntosh Trail not far from here are two graves,” 
relates Mr. Whatley. “One is elaborate with a large inscribed 
slab, the smaller has some marble blocks on it. The inscription 
on the slab from my notes read: ‘Sacred to the memory of Kerney 
Young who died the 27th of April 1811 in the 36th year of his life.” 
At the bottom of the slab this: H. Fitzsimmons, Cherokee Gover- 
nor.”” 


Mr. Whatley knew that Henry Fitzsimmons was governor at 
that time and an early marble cutter at Marble Hill but he could 
not locate any Kerney Young. 


“I always believed that there was a record of him somewhere. 
Local people had a tradition that the two lost their lives in a woods 
fire. Old Laurel Hill settlement was near the grave site with a 
postmaster as early as 1833 and Kerney Young is listed as post- 
master October 27, 1847, replaced Jan. 5, 1848.” 


What puzzles Mr. Whatley is the Kerney Young grave with 
the 1811 death date and the small unmarked grave next to -his. 
He thinks he sees a connection between the death of Mr. Young 
and a grave near the Chattahoochee River on Whooping Creek in 
a rough backwoods section where a member of the famous Bonner 
family of Dahlonega gold rush fame is said to have been buried. 
He was believed to have been killed by a membér of his family. 


While Mr. Whatley searches in old cemeteries and ante-bellum 
homes for material for his history, nature, he reports, aided by 
local legend has put the finger of suspicion on ope prominent 
pioneer citizen. He was a man who found gold, rode miles to 
Dahlonega to have it minted into coins and built himself a beauti- 
ful house which is still standing. 


Members of the man’s family, according to Mr. Whatley, re” 
port that a hickory tree grows out of his grave. That didn’t 
mean anything to me but now that Mr. Whatley has explained 
the legend I expect to spend some time in old cemeteries looking 
for old scandals. 

A hickory tree, according to ancient lore, grows out of a 
murderer’s grave!

SABRE,” a three-year survey 
of the area’s recreational needs, 
the SCC was launched under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Angus 
Purvis, federation vice presi- 
dent, and is now a part of Sa- 
vannah’s United Community 
Services. 

In this area, UCS represents 
the entire community in analyz- 
ing health, welfare and recrea- 
tional needs. 


“Savannah has many needs in 
each of these areas,”’ Mrs. Pur- 
vis said. “In health, the most 
apparent unmet needs are pro- 
viding therapy for children with 
speech defects, and nursing- 
home facilities for older adults.” 


RAPID STRIDES 


In child welfare, rapid strides 
have been made in coordinating 
the institutional and case-work 
programs, and a new domestic 
relations court promises to be a 
great step forward in serving 
neglected children. 


In the recreation field, *‘Proj- 
ect SABRE”’ disclosed that nu- 
merous programs were avail- 
able for boys, girls, men and 
women, but that older citizens 
had been somewhat neglected. 
A key recommendation of 
“Project SABRE” was that 
more recreational opportunities 
should be provided adults, espe- 
cially aging and retired people, 
“because of the large amount 
of leisure time they have.’’

Yet the will to recover is not 
the only factor in this illness. 
Some strokes do more damage 
than others. If the involved arm 
does not respond to adequate 
treatment and tests of muscles 
show no response, the patient 
must resort to other plans. 
Here again, motivation plays a 
role in that the sensible and 
optimistic person will decide 
to make the most of what he 
has. 


The individual with a paralyzed 
arm that fails to improve after 
a year of therapy must learn to 
get along without it. He is no 
worse off than the person who 
has lost his arm in an accident. 
In many ways he is better off be- 
cause he can utilize the same 
to move the

support the leg and offer the 
stroke victim the same help in 
walking as they do individuals 
paralyzed by polio. 

It is a waste of time and 
money to continue to encour- 
age a paralyzed individual when 
the chances are nil that he ever 
will be able to use an affected 
arm or leg.

The First Green Coat 


AUGUSTA—Horton Smith sat there at the table, 
looking much younger than 49, and much healthier 
than he is after two serious operations, and talked 
about the annual Masters classic. 

No one is more qualified to discuss the famous classic. 
won the inaugural tourney in 1934

Smith agrees that the Masters has 
erown in the public’s eye, and there 
have been alterations in the physical 
plant.

“From a golfer’s viewpoint, we 
wanted to win it. very much back in 
‘34, because it was Bobby Jones’ tour- 
nament.”’ Smith explained. ‘‘With his 
rame attached to it, the Masters had 
to be just what the name implies.

remember very distinctly 
the year I won with a score of 
284," Smith added. ‘‘You know 
Jones had dominated the field so 
thoroughly before retiring that the 
pros were afraid he’d come out of 

Outlar retirement and win the Masters.” 

Horton continued to turn the memory reel. 

“I followed Jones for the first 14 holes before teeing off myself. 
That just gives you an idea of the respect the golfers held for him. 
He got off to a fine start, but finished about 13th, I believe. But, you 
know, more people beat Jones in that one tourney than in all the 
National and Amateur Opens in which he played. 

“Winning the Masters back then was quite a thrill. I was only 
2% and still hold the record as the youngest player to win at Augusta. 
Incidentally, that’s Ken Venturi’s age.”

The affable Smith had quite a fling on the links as a youth. He 
was only 18 when he turned pro. A year later he became the young- 
est player ever named to the Ryder Cup team. He didn’t play in 
any matches, but 11 years later 
he still earned the distinction of 
being the youngest golfer to com- 


pete in a Ryder match. Smith 
defeated Fred Robson 4 and 2 
He was selected on the Ryder 
team on eight occasions and 
never lost a singles or doubles | 
match 
By 1929. the vear that Wall ' 
Street fell on F. Scott and the 
Lost Generation, Horton Smith 
was golf's leading money winner. \ 


He banked $15,000, then an amaz- 
ing sum for a golter . 

The following year Smith won 
a tourney he'll never itorget. 

“Back in those days,’’ Smith 
recalled. ‘‘the Savannah Open was a big affair. I stopped off in 
Atlanta on my way down there and bumped into Bob Jones. 

“He was also leaving for Savannah, so we took the same 
train, roomed together, practiced together and finished one-two, 
He broke a course record, and I broke a course record. 

“You never forget beating Jones, and I beat him by one stroke. 
It was the only tournament he lost in 1930. That, of course, was the 
vear of the Grand Slam.”

“He has youth, experience and a well-balanced game. He also 
has a score to settle with this course. He has what it takes, but he 
also has to beat the best in goll 

‘I'm particularly impressed with the quality of the foreign field 
this year,’ Smith said. “‘Take Peter Thomson. Anyone who can 
win the British Open three times is capable of winning. Then there's 
fellows like Norm Von Nida, Stan Leonard, Flory Von Denck, the 
Belgian. and Bruce Crampton. And don’t forget the amateurs. 

‘Harvie Ward is one of the better golfers. And there’s Hillman 
Robbins, National Amateur champion, Billy Joe Patton, Joe Camp- 
bell, the Japanese, Torakichi Nakamura and Koichi Ono and others, 

‘You just don’t say that a person is going to win the Masters 
without any trouble, like so many people are saying about Ven- 
turi. Maybe he’ll win it. Personally, I'd like to see him do it. 
But he’s going to have a tough battle. 

‘‘Maybe someone will get real hot, but the course is slow right 
now.”’ Smith continued. ‘“‘They aren't getting too much roll on the 
ball right now, so the score probably won't be too low. A steady 
performer like Doug Ford may repeat. Maybe Demaret will win it 
for the fourth time 

‘That's why we're all down here and look forward to this tourna; 
ment every year,’ Horton said and smiled. “It’s a great show, what 
Bob Jones had in mind at the start. It couldn’t have been anvthing 
else. not with Bob Jones around. It’s a monument to the man.’’ 

It should be noted that the presence of courageous Horton Smith 
in the field for 22 straight years has helped to make the Masters the 
world series of goll 

Five years ago the PGA catalogue said, ‘‘No golf career can 
match Horton Smith's for sheer courage and adventure.”
